Government Head 
Announces Policy | 
On Price Control 


Oil Industry Must be Developed in the Inter-. 
ests of the People of Alberta—Abuses 
Will be Eliminated 


Declaring that serious consideration is being given by) 
the government to the wasteful and unnecessary duplicating | 
methods adopted not only in the oil and gas industry in this 
province, but in every other Canadian province, Premier Wil- | 
liam Aberhart on Wednesday pointed out that within its) 
constitutional rights the province was seeking through the 
McGillivray Royal Commission, now sitting, to ascertain a) 
fair and reasonable price for all oil products. 


Right of a province to regulate prices and license 
businesses within its own borders is backed by a Privy 
Council judgment and the Alberta Trade and Industry Act 
gives power to fix and regulate prices. This subject has 
recently been brought forward through the suspension 
of several dealers’ licenses throughout the province. | 


“The provincial government is giving the most serious | 
and helpful consideration to the oil and gas industry of Al- 
berta,” remarked Premier Aberhart on Wednesday, when in- 
terviewed regarding the service station trouble in Edmon- 


ton. 


Must Be Properly Regulated 


“Production and marketing of the oil and gas resources 
of Alberta constitute one of the major industries of the pro- 
vince and we want them to function in the best interests of 
the consumers as well as of the producers. This is most im- 
portant and must be regulated in a proper manner if we} 
desire orderly development,” the Premier pointed out most | 
emphatically. 


| 
“In view of the tremendous and most phenomenal in- | 
crease in Turner Valley oil and gas production and the 
vital part it is playing not only in Alberta but in the Cana- 
dian and British Empire economic life as well, the Al- 
berta government,” said the Premier, “is devoting no little 
attention to the mannerin which this vast resource is being 


handled. 


“It is our considered opinion that, as the resource is | 
the property of the people of Alberta, the government | 
should see to it that the people get as much out of it as is 
reasonable. We are seeking to eliminate waste as much as | 
possible and to regulate the distribution of its products at as | 
fair a price as will assure sound development. 


Conservation Board Established 


“Already aS a measure of conservation and proper ad-| 
ministration of the resources, the Alberta Oil and Gas Con-| 


servation Board was established. This board directs and | 


regulates production, 

“The matter of price control of the products within the 
province is certainly one over which the government should | 
exercise some jurisdiction. We have appointed a Royal 
Commission, headed by Mr. Justice A. A. McGillivray of | 
the appellate division of the Alberta supreme court, to in- | 
vestigate the whole question of production, processing and 
marketing of oil and gas resources,” said the Premier. ‘This | 
commission also will report on the establishment of a fair 
price on pipe line charges and on the actual refining costs. | 
Consideration is also being given to the, wasteful and un- 
necessary duplicating methods adopted not only in this pro- 
vince, but in every other province in Canada.

This represented an in- 
crease of 207,654 compared with 
December and 211,419 compared 
with January, 1938.

Military Victory Not 
Alone Will Keep Italian 
Armies Out of Spain

ROME, Feb. 8—Intimations that 


the Italian army would remain in 
Spain until a “political” as well 
as military victory had been as- 
sured the Nationalists, caused 


comment yesterday in diplomatic

The suggestion that not military 
victory alone but an undefined 
victory in the political field was es- 
sential, came as Premier Benito 


Mussolini prepared to preside over 


a meeting of the supreme defense 
council 

Mussolini set the meeting for 
Tuesday. But instead he flew to 
Naples, piloting his own three- 
motored military airplane, with 
Gen. Giuseppe Valle, under secre- 
tary of aviation. It was expected 


that the meeting would be held here 
late today, Mussolini having return- 
ed at 12.50 p.m, (6.50 E.S.T.) 

It was said after Saturday night's 
meeting of the Fascist Grand coun- 
cil that the Italians in Spain would 
not come home until the Nationalist 
victory was complete and “The bar-

Dr. Donnelly, one of the Saskatchewan 
members of parliament, suggests the 
“wheat bonus” be changed to a bonus paid 
according to the number of acres of grain 
sown by a farmer, with a maximum of 
$200 to a farmer on a half-section or less 
and $400 maximum to one who operates 
a larger farm. 

Figures differ widely, 
to be general agreement that the plan of 
setting a “pegged” price for all wheat 
will have to be abandoned for one of 
guaranteeing a fixed price to each farm- 
er up to a limited amount —whether of 
wheat or all grains. For the reason, 
mainly, that the Dominion is facing a loss 
on this year’s pegging which may run to 
$25,000,000 or twice that amount. 

The real purpose in fixing a price for 
wheat or other product is not, or should 
not be, to make the large producer rich, 
but to enable all producers to support 
themselves. Setting a limit to the amount 
of bonus payable to each 
only way to keep the loss to the national 
treasury within bounds. To continue peg- 
ging the price for all wheat grown might 
result after a while in the country being 
unable to pay a peesed price for any.

Construction was slow: it 
took over five years before the 
first train was run to Three Rivers;

Aside from reasons of weight, 
finely ground meals are preferred 
for some corn meal dishes; coarse- 
ly ground meals for others. Fine 
meals are the best choice for pre- 
parations to be shaped or moulded 
with the hands, such as corn pones 
or chicken tamales, for coarse meals 
an annoying way of crumb- 
ling 

Only finely ground meal is suit- 
able for “custard corn bread.” But 
coarsely ground meal gives a better 
consistency for the old favorite In- 
dian pudding
